e Payalloutstanding costsincurred by the Port of Everettin responding the vessel, includingbut not limited to salvage costs,
storagefees, haul out fees, outstanding moorage fees, andadministrative fees and
e Get authorizationto moor or anchorthevesseliniscurrentlocation, OR
e Removethe vessel fromthewater or theyard whereitis being held, and
e Relocatethevessel to anauthorized anchorage area, moorage facility, or storage location.

Appeal Process - If the owner wishes to reclaim the vessel after the Port of Everett has obtained custody of it or wants to challenge
the Port of Everett’s decision to take custody of it, the owner must file a written appeal with the Pollution Control Hearings Board
(PCHB) and servea copy on the Port of Everett atthe addresses below by April 25th, 2023. The owner waives therightto a hearing if
the PCHB does notreceivean appeal on or beforethatdate. Contact the PCHB at 360-664-9160 with questions about the appeal
process.

A daytime phone number.
A brief statementabout why youare appealing, whatyoudidto retain custody of the vessel during the notification period.
A statement of whatyou want the Pollution Control Hearings Board to do.
Your signature or that of your representative certifying that the content of the appeal s true.

The owner is liable for any costs incurred by the Port of Everettin respondingto the vessel. Costs may include alladministrative
costs incurred, removal and disposal costs, and costs associated with environmental damages directly or indirectly caused by the
vessel. Ifthereis alawsuit, the successful party may receive reasonable attorneys’ fees and costs.
